and lockout» illeg al u ntil after an in- 
vestigation 
by a special com m ission 
and to incr* ase the effectiveness of 
a rbitration.

G iving the president a u th o r­ 
ity 
to operate 
railro ad s as 
m ilita ry 
necessity atul for the transportation 
of m ail, and to im press the men intc 
the service for this purpose.
